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Dawson Leaders Seek Entry 
To Hospital for Their Doctor

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Some 20 of the leading citizens of 


Dawson, including,Mayor Mrs. Haden 
Farmer, Postmaster Cloyce Floyd, 
banker Conrad (Sonny) Newton, Jr., and 
County Hospital Board member W. J. 
Moore, waited for three hours in an 
anteroom Wednesday night while a 
special committee for the Navarro 
County Memorial Hospital Board heard 
a Dawson doctor and his Dallas attorney 
make a plea that could mean the dif- 
ference between a medical clinic and no 
resident doctor in Dawson. 


Seeking authorization to use the 


Memorial Hospital facilities for his 
Dawson area patients was Dr. Joe F. 
Schooler, represented last night by Otto 
B. Mullinax of the Dallas firm of 
Mullinax, Wells, Mauzy and Collins. 


Hearing Dr. Schooler, Mullinax, and 


selected spokesmen from Dawson was a 
five-member committee appointed by 
the Hospital Board including board 
members W. L. Bain Jr. and A. G. 
Godley of Kerens and D. W. Springer of 
Blooming Grove and Drs. Charles H. 
Brown and Charles I. Biltz of the 
hospital medical staff.

Dr. Schooler is a 48-year-old or- 


thopedic specialist who operates his own 
clinic in Fort Worth and, since July of 
last year, has had a general practice in 
Dawson, where he now makes his home. 


His original application for association 


with the hospital indicates a background 
including a B. A. degree in biology and 
biochemistry from TCU, M. D. from the 
University of Texas Medical School at 
Gal veston; internship and residency at 
Fort Worth's Harris Hospital; residency 
in the Dallas County Hospital District 
and with the Baylor University College 
of 
Medicine 
in 
Houston; 
and 


postgraduate study at New York 
University. 


For some nine months, the doctor has 


been seeking permission to use the 
Navarro County Memorial Hospital 
facilities to treat his patients from the 
Dawson area, and— with increasing 
fervor in recent weeks— Dawson people 
have been trying to encourage the 
hospital board to accept him— not as a 
staff member or a member of the 


Navarro County Medical Society but 
simply as a user of the hospital. 


^Banker Newton showed The Daily Sun 
copies of a letter lie sent by registered 
mail to all members of the committee 
urging them to authorize Dr. Schooler to 
use the Memorial facilities, calling the 
committee's decision 
"the 
most 


meaningful decision that has ever af- 
fected the future of Dawson, Tex.". 


"I concur that the Navarro County 


Medical Society should have the right to 
determine its own membership," 
Newton's letter reads, but adds "I and 
the local citizens of Dawson oppose the 
Navarro County Medical Society the 
right to deny citizens and taxpayers the 
medical services of their hometown 
doctor (Dr. Joe F. Schooler, M.D.) in our 
own County Hospital." 


Supportive letters were also shown by 


Newton from Abe Greines, M.D., Fort 
Worth physician who has referred cases 
to Dr. Schooler and notes "I would have 
no hesitancy in accepting treatment 
from him..."; and from 96th Judicial 
District Judge Joe Spurlock of Fort

received a $377,400 appropriation for the 
coming fiscal year.

Police Chief Don Massey outlined to 


city officials Monday night a plan to 
"double our protection" by going to a 10- 
hour day, 4-day work week with ad- 
ditional personnel and cars concentrated 
in the night hours of heaviest crime 
incidence. 


His ideas for revamping the Police 


Department were submitted to the City 
Commission in a 2% hour budget work 
session, the third such informal con- 
ference since City Manager Bob Brock- 
man first unfolded a proposed 1971-72 
budget of $2,242,202 which obviously will 
go above that level. 


While no overall totals were run on 


modifications to salary scales over 
Manager 
Brockman's 
original 


recommendations of a blanket 5 per cent 
pay hike, following receipt of recom- 
mendations from Chief Massey, those 
received earlier from Fire Chief Charlie 
Tieman, and those either initiated and 
altered by the manager or council 
members, it became apparent the 
budget would be adjusted upwards from 
the first proposed figure. 


Manager Brockman reiterated a 


previous recommendation that Cor- 
sicana increase water rates 5 cents per 
1,000 gallons through all steps of the 
graduated scale, keeping the basic rate 
the same for the first 1,000 gallons used 
so as not to work a hardship on those 
with fixed income. He voiced belief this 
would provide an additional $55,000 to 
$57,000. 


"I feel confident this would raise 


around $57,000 and would be enough to do. 
anything (with budget adjustments) you 
want to do," Manager Brockman said. 


At the same time, he advocated the 


city consider "re-negotiating" the rates 
'for sale of water to the hat factory and 
those water customers outside Cor- 
sicana's corporate limits. This would 
affect several rural water supply cor- 
porations which now buy treated water 
and pipe it through their own tran- 
smission lines to customers. 


The budget Brockman originally 


submitted did not take into consideration 
a hike in water rates, although at the 
time he made the presentation he ad- 
vocated the increase be given serious 
consideration, pointing out the budget 
came within $369 of being in balance, 
and the additional water revenues sorely 
were needed to offset a financial 
squeeze. 


Although they were reminded anew by 


Manager Brockman they couldn't make 
definite decisions on pay scales since 
this was an informal work conference 
and not an official meeting. 


Reviewing a list of pay scales for the 


fire and police departments as 
recommended variously by the city 
manager, heads of the two departments 
and the Civil Service Commission, the 
Commission indicated they "favored" 
the following:

Chief Massey reminded the Com- 


mission in his letter he had originally 
asked for a 10 per cent increase, but said 
he would go along with 5 per cent if that 
was the sentiment of the Commission. 
He and Chief Tieman were in agreement 
that there should be a greater dif- 
ferential in pay for those in the higher 
classifications who carry greater 
responsibility as an incentive. He 
acknowledged that police department 
personnel, excluding himself, make 
overtime, and received a blanket 15 per 
cent pay hike last year where the fire 
department got 10 per cent and all other 
employes a 6 per cent pay hike. Even at 
that, he said, Corsicana still does not pay 
with the projected raises, comparable 
salaries to cities of comparable 
population. As the only two departments 
under civil service, police and firemen 
get a month's paid vacation to two weeks 
for other municipal employes. Com- 
missioner Bob Scott supported Chief 
Massey in seeking a pay hike for the 
records clerk and supervising radio

Overloaded Sewer 
Plant Toured by 


The Corsicana City Commission and 


Mayor Sue Youngblood—including three 
newcomers demonstratedly eager to 
learn everything about the public 
facilities for which they are respon- 
. sible— turned out en masse Monday 
afternoon for a comprehensive guided 
tour of the city's sewer plant south of 
Highway 31 East in back of the Com- 
modore Corp. 


And the consensus of the in- 


vestigators—troubled by threatening 
gestures by Austin—was that we have a 
very good sewage disposal system that 
is operated as well as possible under the 
circumstances. 
The trouble is that one of the two 
plants—the new one— is being forced to 
perform at about three times its 
capacity, which results in an effluent 
that is less than acceptable to state 
water quality people. 


The old plant, built in 1942 at the site of 


a much older sewer farm east of Tom 
White's Chevrolet complex, is in ex- 
cellent 
shape 
and 
performing 


beautifully, because its flow is no more 
than its 900,000 gallons-per-day capacity. 


The new plant is another matter, as 


discovered by the city dads during a tour 
of nearly two hours. 


The plant, built in 1958, was intended 


to handle about 1.5 million gallons of 
sewage a day. During the visit to the 
pump house Monday, the flow chart 
indicated an average flow of up to five 
million gallons a day. 


L. C. Carlton, general superintendent 


of Regional Sewer Systems for the 


Trinity River Authority, and Willard 
Davis, Corsicana superintendent of 
water and sewage disposal, led the 
guided tour. 


They pointed oat that it is impossibel 


to maintain the minimum purity stan- 
dards demanded by the Texas Water 
Quality Board when the plant is 
processing at as much as three times its 
capacity. 


Carlton said the TRA is interested in 


the Corsicana problems because "we're 
here in the same basin, and we're all 
affected by everyone else's situation." 


The TRA has offered to take over 


operation of the local sewage disposal 
system on a contract basis, partly in 
order to coordinate it with other TRA- 
operated plants up the Trinity. "Or," 
Carlton said, "we'll be happy to give 
what advice and help we Jan on just a 
neighborly basis."

Commissioners H. R. Stroube, Jr., Bob 
Scott, John Carlock, and P. D. Fullwood 
were City Manager Bob Brockman and 
Mrs. J. R. Billingsley, member of the 
Master Plan Water and Sewage Sub- 
committee.

ourselves." She said Dr. Schooler was 
treating 67 patients simultaneously last 
week. 


"He's the only doctor we know of who 


makes house calls, and he will take 
patients to Fort Worth in his own car for 
X-rays," Mrs. Cloyce Floyd told The 
Daily Sun. 


Mrs. Fred Cole, wife of a Dawson 


school bus driver, told how Dr. Schooler 
stayed up all one night treating her 
daughter, who had massive hem- 
morrhaging a week after a tooth was 
pulled, and Mrs. A. A. Holt, a senior 
citizen who lives about six miles from 
town, told how Dr. Schooler "made her a 
new finger" after she was injured in a 
lawnmower accident. "We don't want- 
him to move over here," Mrs. Holt says; 
"we want him to stay in Dawson." 


Postmaster Floyd said the Dawson 


delegation was appearing in behalf of all 
the citizens of the town of about 850 in far 
western Navarro County. "Those of us 
here tonight," he said, "could probably 
all get to the hospital if we needed to, but 
there are a lot of people in Dawson who 
can't afford to travel this far for medical 
treatment, or are physically unable."

Schooler, an eminently 
qualified orthopedic sugeon seeking 
association with this hospital to exercise 
his specialty of orthopedic surgery with 
his patients in Dawson, has been refused 
membership in the Tarrant County 
Medical Society and, therefore, the right 
to practice in Tarrant County—largely 
because of personality differences. 


"He has moved to Dawson and is 


planning to move his complete practice 
there. We have offered proof of his 
residency, internship, and practice with 
a number of institutions. Now they (the 
hospital board committee) are holding 
their meeting in secret, and we are 
waiting to present these citizens of 
Dawson." 


Asked what might be the next step if 


the committee recommends refusal of 
the right to practice here for Dr. 
Schooler, Mullinax replied "We have 
good hope that we will never have to 
reach that next step. This is a public 
hospital—not a private one—and I 
believe if the Board of Managers does its 
job, it can't refuse Dr. Schooler." 


He said if the board refuses to admit 


Dr. Schooler to practice, it will be 
"abdicating its own judgement to that of 
someone else" (the Tarrant County 
Medical Society, with which Dr. 
Schooler has had differences). 


"But I have been struck by the fair- 


ness and care of the committee," 
Mullinax concluded, "and I hope they 
are going to let the needs of the citizens 
of Dawson finally control 
their 


judgement."

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Big Four Diplomats 
Meeting on Berlin 


BERLIN (AP) - For the first 


time in 17 months of negotiations 
on the future of Berlin, the Big 
Four ambassadors met today for 
a second consecutive day. And 
another session is scheduled 
Thursday. 


It was the 28th meeting of the 


ambassadors of the United 
States, the Soviet Union, Britain 
and France since they began 
negotiations in March 1970. 
Sources in Bonn said the unusual 
burst of activity was an attempt 
to make decisive progress toward 
new arrangements 
for the 


divided citv. But the Soviet 


demands may still be too high for 
the other wartime allies. 


Western officials indicated the 


meeting Thursday will be 
followed by a pause during which 
some of the ambassadors will 
take vacations and the issues in 
dispute will be referred back to 
legal and technical experts or to 
Washington, Moscow, Paris and 
London. 


Soviet Ambassador 
Pyotr 


Abrassimov said, "two big steps" 
were taken at the meeting 
Tuesday, but neither he nor his 


aides would identify the steps. A 
Soviet spokesman said he was 
referring to all issues and to the 
narrowing of the gap between the 
West and Moscow. 


Western officials said the "two 


big steps" statement was purely 
a Soviet concept and they did not 
know what was meant. During 
the day Abrassimov also met 
with the chief of the East German 
Communist 
party, 
Erich 


Honecker, whose regime will be 
asked to abide by new Soviet 
guarantees of unimpeded traffic 
between West Berlin and West 
Germany. 


But, a British official indicated 


there is no agreement on the 
concessions the Russians are 
demanding in exchange for their 
guarantee of unimpeded access 
to West Berlin. They include: 


1. Reducing the political ties 
between West Berlin and West 
Germany, which heavily subsi- 
dizes the isolated city, and re- 
stricting trips of West German 
politicians to Berlin. 


2. Opening a Soviet consulate in 


West Berlin, which the West fears 
will be used to soften up West 
Berlin for eventual absorption 
into East Germany. 


3. Continued discrimination 


between West Berliners and West 
Germans in regard to travel and 
passports. West Berliners are not 
allowed to travel to East Berlin 
nor to use their West German 
passports to enter Communist 
countries. West Germans are not 
so restricted. 


4. An end to the West German 


governments representing West 
Berlin in foreign affairs. 


Women's Groups Ask 
For Aborf/on Ruling 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Seven 


women's groups and several 
well-known women have asked 
the Supreme Court to protect 
"the right of reproductive au- 
tonomy" by permitting medical 
abortions everywhere in the 
United States. 


In a friend-of-court brief in 


cases from Georgia and Texas, 
the organizations and 47 women, 
including anthrogologist Margret 
Mead, said they were not ad- 
vocating 
abortion 
as 
a 


necessarily desirable solution to 
personal or social problems. 


"We do contend, however," 


they said through an attorney, 
"that each woman haf the right 
to make the decision for herself, 
unimpeded by restrictive laws" 
except for those regulating the 
practice of medicine. 


Later this year the court will 


hear arguments on the Georgia 
and Texas cases whose central 
issue is whether states may 
continue to say which abortions 
are legal and which are not. 
Before that, however, the court 
must decide if it has jurisdiction 
to rule. 


Organizations filing the brief 


were the American Association of 
University Women, tha National 
Board of the Young Women's 
Christian Association of the 
United States, the National 
Organization for Women, the 
National Women's Conference of 
the American Ethical Union, the 
Professional Women's Caucus, 
the Unitarian Universalist 
Women's Federation and the 
Women's Alliance of the First 
Unitarian Church of Dallas. 
These have millions of women as 
members with more than 2'/2 
million in the YMCA alone. 


The individuals include Miss 


Mead, Marian B. Javits, wife of 
the New York senator, Mary H. 
Lindsay, wife of the New York 
City mayor, former Sen. Mau- 
reen B. Neuberger of Oregon, 


former Barnard College Presi- 
dent Millicent C, Mclntosh, col- 
umnist Harriet Van Home and 
Bess Myerson, a former Miss 
America who is consumer affairs 
commissioner of New York City. 


They said through lawyer 


Norman G. Zarky of Los Angeles 
that "the right of reproductive 
autonomy—the right to decide 
when and where to have 
children—is at least equal to and 
in most instances even more 
deserving of recognition" than 
various civil rights already 
protected by the court including 
racial intermarriage and the 
right of a poor person to sue for 
divorce. 


The brief said fundamental 


rights of women are in conflict 
with the laws of nearly all stages. 


Curbing Drug Traffic in Vietnam 
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SAIGON (AP) - It was a scene 


long familiar in the war. 


infantrymen lined the banks of 


a canal, their weapons trained on 
three beats in the coastal village 
of Rach Gia, where Viet Cong are 
Imown to roam. 
' B u t this was not a clash be- 
tween the South Vietnamese 
army and the guerrillas. Both the 
infantrymen and the men on the 
boats were government forces. 
"They were on opposing sides in a 
contest for a very special cargo: 
one of the largest drug shipments 
ever seized in Vietnam. 


The July 26 confrontation, not 


described before in detail, high- 
lights one of the problems of 
curbing the traffic of drugs to 
American GIs here: 
A month-long study of the drug 
traffic in Asia produced these 
major conclusions: 
—Chinese living in Southeast 
Asia form the well-buffered top 
level of narcotics traffic. 


—The traffic operates with the 


tolerance and sometimes the 
cooperation of some South 
Vietnamese generals. 


—The heroin is an end product 


of opium grown in safety in 
remote upland regions of Burma, 
Thailand and Laos, with Burma 
ranking No. 1. Meo tribesmen 
there harvest and produce an 
estimated 600 tons of opium a 
year. 


The narcotics traffic is so 


deeply woven into the social and 
economic fabric of Southeast 
Asia that it has become a sort of 
native industry on which many 
depend for a livelihood. 


At the center of the tense 15- 


minute confrontation in Rach Gia 
was a sampan carrying narcotics 


agents and part of the largest 
seizure of heroin and opium in 
Southeast Asia. 


The agents called for infantry 


help when, according to a police 
official, three South Vietnamese 
navy speedboats tried to free two 
sailors arrested in the raid and 
also take the drug haul for their 
own profit. 


With 100 infantrymen lined up 


on each side of the canal, the 
Navy boats backed off and the 
seizure was completed, accord- 
ing to agents who were at the 
scene. 


Since then, South Vietnamese 


authorities have said nothing 
pubMcly about the arrested navy 
men or any investigation of their 
higher-ups. 


Details of the incident were 


pieced together through inter- 
views with American, Thai and 
Vietnamese police, officials and 
narcotics agents. 


"We were sure the navy men 


wanted to capture the sacks of 
pure heroin and prepared opium 
which were found hidden in Rach 
Gia," 
said 
Col. 
Pramual 


Vanigbandhu, head of the Thai 


narcotics police in Bangkok. 


Rach Gia was one of the key 


spots struck in the course of a 48- 
hour raid in which three na- 
tions—Thailand, United States 
and South Vietnam—took part of 
the first time. The 50 kilos pure 
heroin had a market value of $4 
million. 


In one phase of the operation, 


agents seized a Chu Chow Chi- 
nese—a group referred to as the 
Chinese "Mafia"—named Tap 
Vinh. The wealthy owner of a 
Saigon plastics factory, he was 
accused of being the financier 


and brains behind a major 
narcotics ring. 


The Americans made no ar- 


rests. They have no authority to 
do so, though there is new 
urgency to American efforts to 
curb the flow of drugs. But they 
were with the Vietnamese special 
narcotics police who arrested a 
total of 19 Chinese and 15 Viet- 
namese, including the 2 South 
Vietnamese sailors. 


With the seizure of the heroin 


and opium, authorities were able 
to put together the jigsaw pieces 
making up a secret, illegal 


VEE Spray 


Campaign 


Ends Thursday 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) - Part 


of a federal campaign against 
Venezuelan Equine Encephalo- 
myelitis (VEE) will wind up 
Thursday with the completion of 
aerial spraying against mosqui- 
toes which carry the disease. 


The last spraying in Texas will 


start from Houston today and the 
program ends with spraying 
from planes from Lake Charles, 
I,a., Thursday, a spokesman at 
the federal emergency center set 
up here to fight VEE said 
Tuesday. 


As of Tuesday, 8,930,541 acres 


had been sprayed, the spokesman 
said, and after the windup over 9 
million acres of land between 
lake Charles and Brownsville, 
Tex., will have been treated. 


Also Tuesday, Dr. H. Q. Sibley, 


director of the Texas Animal 
Health Commission, said in 
Austin that authorities are "real 
close—maybe as close as two 
weeks" to having VEE under 
control. 


"I think we'll have aU the 


horses in Texas vaccinated in two 
weeks," he said. 


The federal spokesman here 


said about 90 per cent of all 
horses in Texas, Oklahoma, Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana and New 
Mexico have been vaccinated 
against the South American di- 
sease which kills about half the 
horses infected by it. 


Earlier, Dr. R. E. Omohundro, 


director of the federal effort, said 
effective control would come with 
90 per cent vaccinations. 


The vaccinations continue to- 


day with most of the efforts con- 
centrated in Arizona, California, 
Florida and Mississippi. In all, 
1,396,948 horses have been vacci- 
lated. 
All of the confirmed cases of 


the disease have been found in 12 
South Texas counties. Tuesday, 
one more confirmed case was 
found, upping the total to 89, the 
spokesman said. 


Swine Fever 
Danger Lessens 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Agriculture Department says the 
immediate danger of African 
swine fever coming into the 
country from Cuba has lessened 
considerably. 


In July, the department added 


Cuba to its list of countries where 
ASF exists, including France, 
Italy, Portugal, Spain and all 
African nations. Strict inspection 
and decontamination procedures 
were ordered for all ships, 
planes, articles and individuals 
entering from Cuba. 


A spokesman for the Agricul- 


tural Research Service said 
Tuesday it appears the Cuban 
government has ASF well under 
control. 


More than 400,000 hogs and pigs 


have been slaughtered in the 
Cuban ASF eradication cam- 
paign, according to reports 
passed on to U.S. officials, the 
spokesman said. No outbreaks of 
the disease have been reported in 
Cuba for more than a month. 


No other cases of ASF have 


been reported in the western 
hemisphere outside of Cuba, the 
official said. An intensive 
program to prevent entry into 
Mexico is being conducted there. 


African swine fever is char- 


acterized by department veter- 
inarians as "potentially the most 
dangerous and destructive" of all 
swine diseases. There is no 
vaccine to prevent or control the 
disease. 


The ARS official said most of 


the swine destroyed in Cuba were 
located in Havana province, with 
a large share in the capital itself. 
Tne custom is for one or two 
families in a city block to have a 
small hog herd and for all other 
families on the block to deliver 
their garbage to the pen for feed, 
the official said. 


Over the next 10 years the

and there is sound reason to 
believe the opium was for Asian 
users," said the colonel. 


The shipment moved along 


Thailand's Nong Kai Highway, 
getting through some 47 check- 
points undetected, to Paknam, 
the Bangkok port, where it was 
loaded in 22 sacks aboard a Thai 
fishing vessel. The boat put out to 
the Gulf of Thailand and on May 3 
it redezvoused off the little 
island, Polonanyant, with a 
Vietnamese fishing boat which 
took on the cargo. 


The large cache was split into 


seven loads and hidden mostly in 
Rach Gia and on Phu Quoc 
Island. 


In Tap Vinh's operation, ac- 


cording to enforcement officials, 
once the heroin reached Saigon it 
would 
filter 
toward 
the 


Americans through his buffer 
echelons. He had five key 
subordinates, also Chu Chow 
Chinese, through whom it would 
first pass. Then it would go to 
wholesalers, who receive it in 350 
gram plastic bags and buy it in 
"packs." A pack consists of two 
350-gram bags. Then it would go 
to, Vietnamese retailers, who 
break it down into small vials 
containing from one quarter to 
one third gram of heroin. The 
street peddlers, bar girls, cycle 
drivers and usual street people 
then sell to the users.

Has High Hopes for Center

Dan Fleek, resident of Corsicana since 


March of 1969 and first and only director 
of the Family Consultation Service of 
Navarro County, has resigned from the 
position effective Aug. 22. 


He will be returning to school, this 


time to Worden School of Social Work on 
the campus of Our Lady of the Lake 
College in San Antonio, seeking a 
"Master of Social Work" degree. 


A native of Escondido, Calif., Fleek 


holds the Bachelor of Arts degree in 
psychology from TCU. 


At 33, he has been in social work five 


years, beginning when he took what he 
thought was a temporary job as a 
caseworker in a children's home in Fort 
Worth while he was waiting for FBI 
clearance on an application for a job in 
the Secret Service. 


When the Secret Service job became 


available, Fleek wasn't. He had found 
his life's vocation. 


He later worked with the Fort Worth 


Juvenile Department at Eagle Mountain 
Ixike, where he worked very intensively 
with 17 boys who had been declared 
delinquent by courts. 


"We tried to create a constructive 


environment for them to re-orient them 
to society," he says. It worked well, 
particularly after he organized a 
complementary "field work program" 
in downtown Fort Worth. In this 
program, caseworkers spent only one 
day a week in the office and were careful 
never to see their charges in the office. 
Instead, caseworkers spent most of their 
time in the youths' homes and neigh- 
borhoods. 


The system, which has been used 


elsewhere but , not widely, was in- 
strumental, Fleek believes, in reducing 
the number of youths sent to Gatesville 
by 85 per cent. "The more time the 
caseworker can spend with the kids, 
(instead of doing paperwork and office 
interviews in an office), the more suc- 
cess he'll have, we found," Fleek says. 


Fleek was brought here March1 of 


1969 by a rather informal organization 
interested 
in 
psychiatric 
and 


psychological counseling. The Family 
Consultation Center of Navarro County 
was organized, and Fleek was given 30 
days to find an office, furnish it, and 


staff it, and get a counseling program 
under way. 


How effective was that first month's 


groundwork? 


28 months later, the center is still in 


the same quarters, five once-empty 
rooms in the Brown Bldg. above Texas 
Power and Light Co.. The original 
staffers remain. And they have dealt 
with more than 850 individuals with 
emotional or family problems, plus 
another 200 who have conferred with 
caseworkers. 


The staff besides Fleek, consists of Dr. 


Hugh N. Brown, a psychiatrist from 
Terrell who spends one day a week here; 
two psychologists, also weekly visitors, 
Dr. Theodore Dixon, TCU professor of 
psychology, and Dr. Marley Don Smith 
of Corsicana, who is completing the 
requirements for the Ph. D. degree at 
TCU: Dr. Charles Bouillion, M.D. 
psychiatrist from Terrell, also a one- 
day-a-weeker; Nurse Mrs. Sue Kerley; 
and Bill McGlaun, social worker. 


President of the board of the FCCNC is 


Gene Barren, administrator of Navarro 
County Memorial Hospital, who is 
heading up, with Fleek, the, drive to find 
a suitable replacement for the founder- 
director. 


Asked if he intends to return following 


completion of his studies, Fleek smiles. 
"I'd love to—but you can't hire the 
caliber of man we want and tell him the 
job's just for two years—." 


His successor will find a house in good 


order but with a sudden-death mortgage 
hanging over it's head, in a manner of 
speaking. That old bugaboo of 
shoestring, onff-beat institutions without 
built-in support: operating funds. 


More than 50 per cent of all patrons of 


the center are unable to pay for the 
services—and those who can pay only up 
to $10 an hour for consultations that 
would cost $30 an hour in Dallas. 


The center got its start on a $3000 grant 


from the County Commission and -$2000 
from other local sources. That $5000 arid 
the other "seed money" that was 
generously earmarked for the center by 
local philanthropic and governmental 
organizations is due to end this month. 


The center has been bailed out by the 


Moody Foundation of Galveston, with a 
$25,000 grant for another year's 
operation. 


The grant can be renewed for a second 


year—but there's a big "IF", according 
to Fleek. The $25,000 grant for the second 
year depends entirely on the attitude and 
the assistance of local and area agencies 
and individuals. A kind of "matching 
fund" grant, the second $25,000 will not 
be awarded locally unless there is in- 
creased evidence of local and area 
support for the center. 


There are two basic directions that 


can be taken for future development, 
Fleek told The Daily Sun: the first as a 


regional center catering to the needs of a 
wide area of North Central Texas and 
drawing support from as many cities 
and counties as care to make the ser- 
vices available to their citizens, or the 
second as the "hub of a wheel" type 
operation in which the local center is 
developed 
with 
ever-expanding 


availability to outside individuals 
helping to meet the financial demands 
but with the operation basically local in 
support 


Some 15 per cent of all the present 


patrons of the center are from outside 
Navarro County, and other seats of 
government are being approached about 
participating in both the funding and the 
provision of patients. 


It remains to be seen what will hap- 


pen. The Family Consultation Center of 
Navarro County has made enormous 
strides since its inception in April of 
1969—to the point that it is now a popular 
example for state mental health 
authorities of what can be done in a non- 
metropolitan context to meet the 
seemingly ever-increasing demands for 
psychiatric and psychological services. 


But, realistically speaking, Corsicana, 


Navarro County, the surrounding af- 
fected counties, and others interested in 
the center have a year to demonstrate 
their interest-or lack of hV-in this 
surprisingly substantial monument to 
the vision of a group of dedicated 
citizens and the drive of a man and his 
associates willing to drive the extra 60 
miles once or twice a week to provide 
their professional skills. 


Whatever happens, it will be watched 


from afar by a student who could write a 
new chapter or two in the social work 
textbook.

DITION: Soil moisture has 
continued to be unproved during 
the past week with showers.

measured .78 inches thus far, 
with the normal rainfall in 
August measuring 2.19".

15.39 inches and the normal 
should be 24 inches. Even though 
we had an unusually wet July the 
last half of the month, we are still 
approximately eight and a half to 
nine inches behind the normal for 
the year. 


The grain sorghum harvest has

We have received 
yield reports ranging from 1200 
pounds' to 3700 pounds per acre. 
The primary difference was 
whether the farm got any rainfall 
during May and June.

Sunday to have their horses vaccinated 
against 
Venezuelan Equine En- 


cephalomyelitis (VEE), the disease that 
lias affilicted 86 horses in south Texas 
since it spread from Mexico over a 
month ago. 


Following the Sunday deadline, 


vaccine will be available only privately 
and at the horse-owner's expence. To 
date, ths vaccine-r-originally stockpiled 
by the U.S. Army for human use—has 
been provided by the federal govern- 
ment.
